Bdwerd Everett on Young America, 


At the 4th of July dinner Boston, the fol- 
lowing was the fourth regular toast: 

Lhe Senate of the United States—Whenev- 
er it (Everett) speaks, discord and disunion 
shall hide their heads. 

Mr. Everett arose, amid much cheering, 
and after a short introduction in reference to 
the previous exercises and some local cir- 
cumstances proceeded to speak ay fulfows: 

There are and ulways have been among us, 
as in all countries where thought and-speech 
are free, men who give theniselves up, heart 
and sou}, to the reverence of the past; they 
can do justice to no wisdom but the wisdom 
of ages; and ifan institution is not tima-hon- 
ored, itis very apt by them not to-be honor- 
ed atall. They forget that the tall oak was 
once an acorn and that the oldest things had 
a beginning. (Cheers.) Tiis class of men 
received a few years ago in England the 
designation of ‘‘conservatives,”’ from their 
dispusition to. maintain things just as they 
are. Recently, in this country, they have 
been called by the rather unpromising name 
of “old fogies,” the origin and precise import 
of which are unknown tome. (Cheers and 
laughter.) 

Now, sir, these benighted individuals, 
(straight-laced and stiff-necked as they are,) 
err only in pushing a sound principle to ex- 
tremes; in obeying one law of our social nu- 
tuse to the neg'ect ofanother, equally cer- 
tain and importaut. The reverence of the 
past, adherence to whatisestublished, may 
be carried a great deal tuo far, but it is not 
merely aninate feeling of the human heart, 
but a direct logical consequence of the phys- 
ical and spiritual constitution which our 
Creator has given us [Cheers ] The sacred 
tie of family, which reaching backward and 
forward, binds the generations of men to- 
gether, and draws out the pliantive music of 
our being from the solmn alternation of cra- 
dle and grave—he Wark eat shite keys 
of life’s harpsichord-—(sensation:)—the mag- 
ical power of language which puts spirit in 
communion with spirit ia distant periods and 
climes; the grand sympathies of country 
which lead the Greek of the present day to 
talk of “the victory which we gained over 
the barbarians at Marathon;"’ [Cheers] the 
mystic tissue of race, woven far back ia the 
dark chambers of the past, and which after 
the vicisitudes and migrations of centuries 
wraps up great naticnsin its broad mantle; 
[Cheers] those significant expressions which 
carry volumes of meaning inthe word,— 
Forefather, Parent Child, Posterity, Native 
Land; these all tvach us tot blindly to wor- 
ship, but duly to honor the past, to study 
the lessons of expirience, to scan the high 


‘circuit of the city walls to which it was con 


dubious import, and even that found out

the people, ora stormy Grecian democracy, 
subsisting its citizens by public larges, 
deeming all labor servile, ostracising its 
good men, insuling and oppressing its al- 
lies, and rending its own vials within the

Lastly, look at the price of potatoee, which 
are now selling at $3,50 per barrel—more| 
per bushel than corn, and more than wheae 
in ordinary years. With grain high as it 
certainly. will be next season, potatoes will | 
continueto seil at high rates after the next 
crop comesto perfection. Farmers should 
make a note of this in-time for spring. opera- 
tions: Let them plant largely. The crop 
will be a paying one. We add, that they} 
should not plant or sow anything, especially 
in any part of the Eastern States, without 
manure. Ifa Farmer has not enough opon 


hisown farm, lethimbuy guano, super-phos- 
phate of lime, ground bones, salt, nitrate of 
soda, poudrette, or some of the concentrated 
fertilizers which are sold now as commonly 
as the seeds to be planted. 

One of the greatest wants of this country 
at this moment is capital, to employ in pro- 
ducing food aad raw materials of manulature| 
from American soil. No branch of business 
suffersso much for the lack of capital as 
farming.—Farmers complain ofthe poor} 
compensation they get for their labor. They | 
say that they work harder, live coarser, and | 
enjoy fewer luxuries—refinemenisof life than 
any other class of mon—e!! of which we are 
willing to concede while we insist that.it is 
because they donot employ capital. They 
only work to Ji¥é—work with their own 
hands and not likethe manufacturer, with, 
machinery and means furnished by the power 
of capital. It is equally true that many tien 
own large tracts of land, lying comparatively 
idle and waste, because they cannot cultivate 
them alone, and do not see the advantage 
of employing others to do itfor them. Itis 
this class that we more particularly desire 
to wake up to their own interests, by showing 
them thut the prices of farm? products won't 
fall below their present level uatil after the 
production of another crop. Therefore, we 
repeat the counsel—Plow early, sow enrly 
and plant carly Hext spring.

Washington, February 14, 1854,

_ L transmit to the Senate for its considera- 
tion, with a view to ratificatiun, a treaty be- 
tween the United »States of America and the 
Mexican Republic, signed by the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the respective parties, in the 
city of Mexico, on the 30;h day of Dezember 
lust. Certain amendments are proposed in 
the Hydrument, as herein-afler specified, 
vizz In order to make the duties and obliga- 
‘Yiona stipulated in the second article. ree:p~ 
rocal, itis proposed to wid to that article the 
following: ‘And the government of Mexi-
